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Bypass ‘on 
track for 

2017 finish’

ELY’S £38 million southern bypass 
is on track for completion by the 
end of 2017 - despite the project 
having been retained by Govern¬ 
ment ministers. 

Graham Hughes, executive di¬ 
rector for economy, transport and 
environment at Cambridgeshire 
County Council, says he is “not 
worried” that the final approval of 
the eagerly-anticipated new road 
will fall on ministers, rather than 
the Local Enterprise Partnership 
(LEP). 

He says the authority’s aim is for 
building work to start next spring/ 
summer and for the bypass to be 
completed by the end of 2017.

Cambridgeshire’s LEP was hand¬ 
ed an extra £38 million earlier this 
year which looked to pave the way 
for work on the bypass to finally 
start. 

But in July the road - which has 
been in the pipeline for more than 
a decade and which secured formal 
planning permission last Septem¬ 
ber - was retained by the Depart¬ 
ment for Transport (DfT). 

Speaking to Ely News this week, 
Mr Hughes said: “The fact the by¬ 
pass was retained by ministers ear¬ 
lier this year seems to have worried 
some people but it really doesn’t 
make much difference to the time- 
scales of the project. We’re not 


worried - the business case for the 
southern bypass is stronger than 
ever and a major chunk of fund¬ 
ing has been allocated from the 
Growth Deal. 

“We are now going through the 
very final processes for the project, 
which we aim to have signed off by 
the end of the year. 

“We are still on target for work to 
start in the spring/summer of 2016 
and for the bypass to be complete 
by the end of 2017.” 

Neil Darwin, chief executive of 
the Greater Cambridge Greater 
Peterborough LEB says the bypass 
“remained one of the LEP’s top pri¬ 
orities”. 

He said: “We are dedicated to 
providing £22m of our Growth Deal 
allocation to ensure work com¬ 
mences as soon as possible.”

Triathlon target for 
‘fantastic, brave’ Alex

A SCHOOLBOY recovering 
from an aggressive brain tu¬ 
mour has decided to take on 
a triathlon to help his family 
raise the £4,000 needed to 
buy him a new wheelchair. 

Alex Lister, 12, from So- 
ham, needs to use a wheel¬ 
chair after the brain tumour 
left him with a weakness 
down his right side. 

Although he can walk, 
swim and cycle, Alex finds 
long distances a challenge 
and gets tired easily. 

The Soham Village College 
pupil has vowed to to com¬ 
plete his own special triath¬ 
lon to raise the funds to buy 
the chair which meets his 
needs. 

Alex’s mum, Annalise, 
said: “Alex is a fantastic, 
brave boy who has over¬ 
come the odds time and 
time again. 

“He was diagnosed with 
a brain tumour the size of a 
pear in 2009 at the age of just 
6 and underwent immediate 
surgery, followed by inten¬ 
sive bouts of chemotherapy, 
radiotherapy and stem cell 
replacement. 

“Unfortunately in 2011 
we received the devastating 
news the tumour had re¬ 
turned and there was noth¬ 
ing more the hospital could 
do for him. 

“We were all devastated, 
yet determined to enjoy 
what little time we had left 
with him. 

“We went on holidays and 
enjoyed spending quality 
time with friends and fam- 
ily." 

Alex’s illness worsened 
during the summer 2012, 
when he becamse seriously 
ill and was rushed to Adden- 
brooke’s. 

The hospital were able 
to stabilise him and it was 
agreed he would go home 
to spend his last days sur¬ 
rounded by friends and 
family. 

Annalise said: “That was 
three years ago and since 
then, remarkably, Alex 
has gone from strength to 
strength. 

“While his illness has left 
him with learning and phys¬ 
ical disabilities, he has been 
tremendously brave and de¬ 
termined to lead as normal a

life as possible. 

“He is now a full time pu¬ 
pil at Soham Village’s Col¬ 
lege’s hub and regularly en¬ 
joys cycling, swimming and 
walking his dog Alfie. 

“Everyone who knows Alex 
has been simply amazed by 
his progress. While we will 
never be out of the woods 
regarding his cancer, we 
have got to the stage where 
we are trying to lead as nor¬ 
mal a life as possible. 

“We always try and keep 
Alex active with regular 
walks, tricycle rides and 
swims but he tires very eas¬ 
ily and a wheelchair has be¬ 
come an important part of 
our life.” 

Earlier this year, Alex 
was provided with an elec¬ 
tric wheelchair by Cam¬ 
bridgeshire’s Wheelchair 
Services. 

However sadly because of 
his inability to concentrate 
for long periods of time and 
limited vision, it is not safe 
for him to control by himself 
alongside roads or in busy 
areas. 

As a result, Alex’s family 
and carers must use a man¬ 
ual wheelchair. 

With Alex’s weight now 
touching 13 stone as a con¬ 
sequence of his illness, his 
family say pushing him 
around has become increas¬ 
ingly difficult. 

Annalise said: “Our per¬ 


fect solution is a lightweight 
wheelchair with a power- 
pack which can be either 
controlled by Alex or his car¬ 
ers at the flick of a switch. 

“The only downside is 
this cannot be provided by 
Wheelchair Services, leav¬ 
ing us to meet the £4,000 
shortfall if we want a chair 
which will best meet the 
needs of both Alex and his 
carers.” 

The family has already 
received some fantastic 
support from the Liam Fair- 
hurst Foundation. 

Sarah Fairhurst, who also 
lives in Soham, has donated 
£1,000 from the foundation 
to Alex’s wheelchair fund 
after completing a 10km 
run in Caldecote with the 
Listers’ family friend, Rob 
Monk, on August 16. 

But Alex and his family are 
committed to doing their bit 
too. 

On November 1, Alex and 
his 8-year-old brother Dan¬ 
iel will be doing their own 
very special triathlon. 

This will involve walking 
lkm, cycling 1km and com¬ 
pleting a 100m swim (with 
breaks inbetween for Alex), 
while Annalise and Alex’s 
dad, Mark, are organising a 
fundraising quiz in October.

Bailiffs go 
knocking 
1,086 times 


BAILIFFS dealt with more than 
1,000 individual debt cases in 
the Ely area last year, new figures 
show. 

Research carried out by the 
Money Advice Trust, the charity 
which runs National Debtline, 
shows that East Cambridgeshire 
District Council instructed bailiffs 
1,086 times to collect debts owed 
by individuals and businesses 
during 2014/15. 

The findings rank the council at 
258 out of 326 for local authority 
bailiff use in England and Wales, 
relative to size of authority. 

Andy Radford, the council's 
finance officer, said: "Every year 
we collect around £44 million in 
council tax and we have worked 
very hard, between ourselves 
and Anglia Revenue Partnership, 
to help anyone who is struggling 
with their council tax payments. 

"Our staff will work with 
residents to help them find ways 
of paying for their council tax 
whatever the circumstances 
which they may find themselves 
in which is why our use of bailiffs 
is only ever as a last resort to 
reclaim money which we are 
owed. 

"The worst thing anyone can 
do is not to pay as that simply 
makes the issue more difficult."

Heritage lights 
‘will be retained 
where feasible’ 


HERITAGE streetlights 
being removed by cash- 
strapped Cambridgeshire 
County Council will be “re¬ 
placed with a similar style 
where it is feasible”. 

And some heritage lights 
in Ely have been mistakenly 
replaced by modern ones - 
which will be rectified. 

That’s the message from 
Balfour Beatty who entered 
a 25-year Street Lighting PFI 
partnership with the council 
in July 2011. 

As reported, residents and 
councillors are angry over 
the removal of decorative 
lamps in Ely and the fact 
they are being replaced with 
modern, “unsympathetic” 
grey ones. 

Street lights across the 
whole of Cambridgeshire 
are being replaced with ba¬ 
sic units as part of the coun¬ 
cil’s plans to save £100 mil-

lion over the next four years. 

In some areas of Ely - in¬ 
cluding Barton Square - 
work has already started, 
but Ely’s Mayor, Lis Every, 
has written to the council 
and Balfour Beatty insist¬ 
ing that no further heritage 
lampposts or wall mounted 
lights are removed or re¬ 
placed “prior to agreement 
of the replacement design 
by the city council and the 
conservation officer at East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council”. 

In a statement this week, 
a spokeswoman for Balfour 
Beatty said: “Since June 
2015, we have consulted 
with the City of Ely Council 
about our essential works 
to improve the streetlight¬ 


ing stock on behalf of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council. 

“We have shared the plans 
and talked through the pro¬ 
posals. We continue to liaise 
with the city council to final¬ 
ise the style of each replace¬ 
ment streetlight unit. We are 
looking to replace heritage 
units with a similar style 
where this is feasible. 

“We communicate with 
residents affected by our 
works two to three weeks 
before we start. In the areas 
where we have commenced 
work, residents will have 
already received a commu¬ 
nication and others will re¬ 
ceive a communication in 
due course. 

“We are aware that several 
streetlight columns have 
been installed in the wrong 
locations and we are rectify¬ 
ing this error. We apologise 
for any inconvenience.”

Cardoso de Silva, of Cromwell 
Road, Peterborough, was 
disqualified from driving for 12 
months, and ordered to pay a £325. 

Magistrates also decided he must 
pay £150 in court charges, £85 court 
costs and a £33 victim surcharge.

Paul Brown, prosecuting, said: 
"On a number of occasions the 
vehicle nearly drove into the 
verge." 

When officers pulled him over, 
Ashcroft reportedly said he had 
"ruined his life" for the sake of a 
£25 taxi fare. 

He had been out for drinks 
with his boss in Newmarket, Mr 
Brown said and was found to 
have 76 micrograms of alcohol 
in 100 millilitres of breath. 

The legal limit is 35 
microgrammes. 

Ashcroft, who represented 
himself in court, apologised to 
magistrates and said he was 
"extremely sorry" for wasting 
their time. 

He was also fined £575 and 
ordered to pay a £150 court 
charge, £85 costs and a £58 
victim surcharge.

Arsonists torch 
family firm’s 
van and trailer 


A FAMILY have been left 
thousands of pounds out of 
pocket after their business 
was targeted by arsonists. 

The Tomlin family, who 
run Discover Your Mojo, a 
bouncy castle hire and en¬ 
tertainment business based 
in Mepal, are devastated af¬ 
ter arsonists torched their 
transit van, large storage unit 
and box trailer. 

Six bouncy castles were 
inside the van at the time, 
meaning they too were de¬ 
stroyed. 

The blaze happened 
at their yard in Chatteris 
Road at around 11.45pm on 
Thursday and took fire crews 
from Sutton and Chatteris 
more than two hours to ex¬ 
tinguish. 

Their business has also 
been plagued by thieves re¬ 
cently - which the family 
say has cost them more than 
£250,000 in around three 
years.

In a statement on the Dis¬ 
cover Your Mojo Facebook 
page the day after the arson, 
the Tomlin family said: “So 
last night a burglary was not 
good enough - they decid¬ 
ed to set fire to the van and 
trailer. 

“There is nothing but the 
frame left of the trailer, the 
Mojo’s van is dead, our new 
gyroscope is also gone and 
the front of the barn is burnt. 

“That is small potatoes 
compared to the fact that 
everything in the van is also 
dead, so that’s another six 
castles out of action.” 

But despite yet another 
setback, the family are not 
giving up. 

They said: “We are a family 
of great spirit and have come 
through many tragedies and 
hardships over the years. If 


they think this is going to 
stop us, they are wrong. 

“Business has resumed as 
normal.” 

A Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service spokeswom¬ 
an confirmed the cause of 
the fire as deliberate. 

She said: “A fire involving a 
box trailer, large storage unit 
and a transit van was extin¬ 
guished by firefighters wear¬ 
ing breathing apparatus and 
using hose reels. 

“Crews returned to their 
stations by 2.10am. 

“The cause of the fire was 
deliberate. 

“Anyone with any infor¬ 
mation should call police 
on 101 or the independ¬ 
ent charity, Crimestoppers, 
anonymously on 0800 555 
111 .

Not a swarm: 
they’re humans 

IT IS very unfortunate that you 
published Mr D Donald's letter 
rejecting objections to the use of the 
word "swarm" to describe refugees, 
on the day that Austrian police were 
disinterring the decomposing remains 
of men, women and children who 
had suffocated in a lorry while trying 
to reach the West. 

David Cameron almost wept in the 
House of Commons for the Syrian 
children being bombed by President 
Assad's revolting regime, but referred 
to the same children as part of a 
"swarm" when banning them entry 
to the UK. 

It is not so much the literal 
meaning of the word "swarm", cited 
by Mr Donald, which is so offensive 
when referring to our fellow human 
beings, but its associations. 

A swarm is something threatening, 
menacing, unwanted, destructive. A 


swarm of locusts threatens famine; a 
swarm of wasps or bees is frightening 
and dangerous. 

These associations are carried in 
Mr Cameron's unfortunate use of the 
word swarm to describe refugees: 
it suggests they are menacing, 
undesirable, frightening, unwanted. 

I hope Mr Cameron made a slip of 
the tongue, but given his enthusiastic 
support for keeping out as many 
refugees as possible, I sadly suspect it 
was deliberate. 

These refugees, often small 
children, women, young families 
fleeing terror and death, are not 
animals to be kept out at all costs. 

They are our fellow human beings, 
our brothers and sisters. 

It is as much our moral duty to 
offer a home to as many of them 
as possible - as we did to Jewish 
refugees in the 1930s and the 
Ugandan Asians in the 1970s - as 
it is disgraceful to dehumanise and 
demonise refugees with words like 
"swarm".

We're in the 
dark too 

HAVING seen your article on 
replacement of street lights in 
Ely, we in Soham are also being 
disadvantaged by these lighting cuts. 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
(CCC) is not replacing the street lights 
with LED lights, it is replacing them 
with less efficient CFLs. 

Had it used LEDs, enough money 
would have been saved to keep 
streetlights on all night within budget. 
Also, we may be looking at another 
expense later if they decide to 
upgrade to LEDs. A poor decision. 

The decision on which streetlights 
to remove has not been properly 
thought out. In my street, which has 
a 30mph limit but measured traffic 
average speed of 48 mph, we are 
losing 22 percent of our street lights. 
The 3 lights which we are losing 
make up 10% of the proposed cuts 
of 30 lights in Soham. This hardly 
seems reasonable, as there are a lot 
more than 30 streets in Soham - why 
havent we just lost one each? 

I have to point out that CCC's 
inventive funding proposals for 
keeping lights on at night are 
somewhat disadvantageous to the 
taxpayer - increase council tax every 
year for the last 5 years in spite of the 
government imposed freeze, then 
blackmail local councils to impose 
extra taxes via their precepts if they 
want to keep the lights on. 

I note that CCC has blown away 
huge amounts of our money on 
unnecesary 20 mph speed limits in 
Cambridge, the guided busway, and 
cycleways which are only used by a 
few people. 


Street lighting throughout the night 
is an essential service that is used by 
everyone - so why isn't the funding 
for it given priority? I dont believe the 
glib statements that "accidents and 
crime won't increase", especially in 
remote rural areas. 

Incidentally, I didn't receive any 
consultation documentation nor did 
I receive an opportunity to object to 
these cuts - why not? On phoning the 
alleged help line to object I was told 
that the cuts were a done deal. 

We should be calling a halt to 
removal of street lights and to turning 
them off at night. I have tried, 
without success so far.

Their eyes are 
dosed... 

ARE the leaders of Europe being 
naive? 

I ask this question because people 
seem to be closing their eyes to the 
glaringly obvious. 

I have every sympathy with the 
people in Syria, Iraq and eastern 
Turkey who are suffering persecution. 
It is a plain fact of the human 
condition that if you are a minority 


and/or are not supportive of the 
government where you are living you 
are certain to be persecuted to some 
extent or another from time to time. 

It is human nature. 

It is also a fact that communities, 
also including diverse communities 
such as the British community, will act 
when they perceive a need to protect 
themselves from any huge influx of 
people, however lovely these people 
are, who are different from them in 
one way or another, colour, religion, 
culture, or whatever. This is entirely 
a natural phenomenon. You cannot 
change it, no more than you can 
change in the field of economics 
what we call "the market". It is 
foolishly naive to think otherwise. 

When I look at the waves of 
population movements from Syria 
and other places where people are 
being bombed out of any normal 
sort of life, I ask myself one question. 
Why, in God's name, are these 
people making the oh so long and 
treacherous journey north and west 
to Europe? 

These people are ethnically and 
culturally Asian, not European. 
Common sense tells me that these 
people should be able to live a quiet 
peaceful life if they were to make 
the relatively shorter journey north, 
through Turkey and Iran and then 
down the Araks river valley into 


Azerbaijan, Kazakhstan beyond, 
and other predominantly Moslem 
countries more distant.

To guess the answer, I'd say that 
the self-styled supreme leaders of 
the Islamic state called Iran are 
preventing it.

When questioned, he 
admitted that he was 
drinking up to 15 pints 
a day, and was using the 
money to finance this 
habit. 

Mr Brown said: “He said 
‘whatever you say I’ve 
done I probably have done 
- I would be too ****** to 
remember’.” 


The prosecutor added 
that it was difficult for the 
businesses to evaluate 
how much they had giv¬ 
en, because it was cash in 
hand each time. 

Lucy Wise, mitigating, 
requested that pre-sen¬ 
tence reports be drawn up 
by the Probation Service. 

Speaking from the dock, 
Oliver, 59, told magis¬ 
trates’ that members of his 
family and his friends have 
died in recent years, lead¬ 
ing him to drink. 

Oliver, of The Pantiles, 
Whittlesey, is due to be 
sentenced on September 
18.

CUTS: The global supply of oil has 
outstripped supply this year 


T HE cuts in the price of 
fuel this month have 
meant that filling up the 
average family car is now £7.50 
cheaper than it was at the start 
of September last year. 

Asda, Tesco, Sainsbury's and 
Morrisons have introduced 
a 2p reduction across their 
forecourts, with the result 
that the cost of fuel has been 
tipped to drop to £1 per litre 
after falling oil prices led to 
supermarkets slashing the cost 
of unleaded petrol by 2p a 
litre. 

The move means that in the 
last month the retailer has cut 
the price of unleaded by 5p 
per litre and diesel by 9p. 

Morrisons said its latest cuts 
mean unleaded is 15p a litre 
cheaper than 2014's August 
Bank Holiday. 

Jamie Winter, services 
director for the supermarket, 
said: "The current weakness 
in world markets is working 
in the favour of motorists 


because plummeting oil prices 
are combining with a strong 
pound to help us reduce petrol 
prices." 

Steve Gooding, director 
of the RAC Foundation, 
welcomed the news, adding 
that with oil trading at the same 
price as it was in January, more 
cuts could be expected. 

He added: "The current 
retail margin on petrol is almost 
twice as much as the long¬ 
term average which is another 
indicator that pump prices 
could fall further. 

"However it is worth 
remembering that the biggest 
influence on what motorists 
pay at the forecourts is not the 
oil price but taxation." 

RAC spokesman Rod Dennis 
said: "The reason we've been 
slower to see unleaded price 
cuts is because the wholesale 
price of petrol - the price 
retailers buy the fuel for - has 
not fallen at the same rate 
diesel has. Diesel has been on 


a steady downward path since 
the start of May, driven by 
increased capacity from Asia, 
but the same cannot be said for 
petrol. 

"If the conditions stay right, 
we could see some even 
lower prices in a few weeks 
as people return to work after 
the summer and the school 
run begins again. And if Brent 
Crude were to move to the 40 
US dollar per barrel mark, the 
prospect of some enterprising 
retailers selling fuel for £1 per 
litre will make a return." 

He added: "The heat has 
really been taken out of the 
cost of motoring this summer, 
with the big four supermarkets 
now selling unleaded and 
diesel for considerably less than 
in recent months. 

"While we think there is 
potential for more movement 
on prices in the coming weeks, 
it is positive that all motorists 
are now benefiting from the 
plummeting price of oil."

Goodjohn ready to get 
gloved up for comeback 


TYLER Goodjohn has vowed to 
fight on his terms after decid¬ 
ing to have another shot at the 
professional game. 

Having unsuccessfully challenged 
John Wayne Hibbert for the WBC 
International light-welterweight 
belt in January the Wentworth boxer 
elected to take an indefinite break 
from the sport. 

After splitting from trainer 
Peter Sims, he moved back to the 
area and set up a personal training 
business, The Warriors Workshop, 
near Ely. 

With things going well on that 


front, Goodjohn, 24, said he felt 
ready to give it another go with a 
comeback date set for London’s 
York Hall on December 5. 

But the former English champion 
said he would only fight when he was 
fit to do so, after admitting previously 
competing while injured on several 
occasions just for a pay day while 
trying to make a full-time career out 
of boxing. 

He said: “I just wasn’t earning 
enough out of boxing, I was always 
worried about money, but the com¬ 
fortable thing now is I won’t have 
to take fights for the money if I’m 


injured where I haven’t had any 
choice before. 

“In an ideal world I wouldn’t 
have fought Tyrone Nurse last year 
(Goodjohn went into the contest 
with damaged ribs), I’d say I wasn’t 
ready, but it’s little things like that 
where you don’t give yourself a fair 
shot. 

“If I have an injury or I’m ill now, 
I’m not going to be afraid to pull 
out. 

“I think there’s a lot to be said for 
being comfortable and happy when 
you train. I was happy with guys I 
was training with, but I was away 


from my family and friends and 
there were a lot of dark times.” 

Goodjohn has moved to St Ives and 
has linked up with Steve Whitwell, 
who runs the professional gym in the 
town where his elder brother Liam 
is also training for his paid debut in 
November. 

Having known Whitwell from his 
amateur days, Goodjohn felt he was 
thriving in his new environment. 

He said: “Steve is very knowledge¬ 
able and the thing I like about him 
is he loves the game, but because he 
comes from an amateur background 
he’s not in it for the money.” 
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
